standard in the hands of the enemy. 
The battle then commenced, the as- 
saulting forces under, command of 
Col. Fredericks and the defense engi- 
neered by Gov.

When the South African war broke out Churchill went to the front as corre- 


spondent of the London Morning Post. He was captured and held a prisoner in 
Pretoria until he made his escape in woman's clothes. Upon his return from the 
war he was elected member of Parliament.

The bald-face bear is 


all tight. While he doesn't go around 
looking for tight, he will never tire 
himself getting out of its way. if you 
want to be sure of yourself when seek- 
ing to bag a bald-facjL- bear you must 
kill him, and kill him good and dead. 
If there is a spark of life left in him 
ho will get up and tight you if you draw 
uear enough to him. Xoii can't wound 
a bald-fact- bear bad enough to make 
him safe to jjet near. 
With his dying 


breath he will rise, and with one swish 
of his mighty forepaw scalp you fri|tu 
your brow to your hind collar button. 
I have often come suddenly out of the 
fog in the mountains almost face to 
fa.ce with a bald-face bear, sitting there 
waiting, perhaps, for 
something 
to 


turn up that he might get fun out of, or 
maybe- tarrying until the fug lifted. 
Not having gone to Alaska after bear, 
I Invariably had abundant time on 
tfc»se occasions to turn aside and go a 
sufficient distance out of my direct 
wgy so as not to disturb the bald-face 
ID bin oogitutious. Tbe uaau who 


that will get out of Alaska with his 
scalp, for the bear seems to know and 
appreciate the fact that such people 
are respecting him and the reputation 
he has. I remember a miner once who 
was prospecting on the 1'ukon and who 
met u lAld:£ace bear on the way. The 
bear svSpped and Vaited for the taifier 
to move out and give him right of way, 
but the miner was a little stubborn, 
and being new in the country started 
In to slap the bear with his pick. The 
bald-face simple used that awful fore- 
paw of his, according to his habit, and 
left his invariable mark on the miner, 
as was discovered when they found 
him. 
When the Slwash Indian goes 


out to hunt the bald-face bear he takes 
his whole family along, for he stands 
In mortal fear of the animal. When 
they have located the bear they give 
him battle in a body, and these battles 
are always fierce and frequently dis- 
astrous to the hunters. 
One time I 


was locating i; mine on Eldorado Creek 
and found four Indian graves on the 
mountain. I wondered how they came 
there aud why, and learned afterward 
that a Slwash family that had been 
scalped by a bald-face bear in a bat- 
tle. 


"There are two species of bear lu 


Alaska besides the bald face—a big 
yellowish-brown fellow and a smaller 
black bear. All Alaska bears love to 
flsh, a.nd stand In the streams when 
the salmon are running and scoop them 
out in great numbers. During the sal- 
mon season the banks of the streams 
are strewn thickly with these big fish 
that the bears have thrown out, from 
mere wanton cussedness. When I first 
went to the Yukon country I saw bear 
tracks along the margin of the river 
that I daren't tell you the size of. They 
were so big that they were alarming to 
look at. I saw many monstrous bears 
In that region after that, but none big 
enough, it seemed to me, to fit those 
tracks."
